As Reform Group Uphold

• DENOUNCING the present Student Council constitution as be- 
ing “hastily conceived, unfair and impractical,” the Service Party 
Sunday night released its platform upon which it will stake claims 
for an election victory. 

Concurrently, Reform Party leaders issued a platform calling 
for a continuation of its program 
“for a better student government . . . 
responsible to the student body . . 
and of “paramount interest to the 
student.” 

With platforms now made public, 
both parties are expected to renew 
with increased vigor their endea- 
vors to corner votes for the Student 
Council elections scheduled to be 
held May 8 and 9. 

Meanwhile, to circumvent the in- 
eligibility of John Mellor, the Serv- 
ice Party has named Elaine Peter- 
son as its candidate for the post of 
Publicity Director. Mellor was de- 
clared Ineligible last week when the 
Student Council ruled that the post 
should be filled by a person “previ** 
ously publicity director of a major 
campus activity.” 

Three-Branch System 

Calling for a sweeping revision 
of the present ruling body and in- 
stalling a three-branch governmen- 
tal system, the Service Party’s plat- 
form is designed to "create mutual 
understanding and endeavor among 

• . . activities on the campus.” 

Under plans of the Party, the gov- 
ernment would consist of three 
general divisions of power: Legis- 
lative, the Student Senate; Execu- 
tive, the Executive Council; Judi- 
ciary, the Student Life Committee. 

Under thh Tftfitlatlve Bectton of the 
platform, a Senate composed of not 
mote than twenty-five persons, 
would have full legislative powers 
of the ffbveroment, including the 
making of laws, approving the 
budget as set forth by the Execu- 
tive Council, and amending the 
Constitution. 

The Executive Council would In- 
clude the present setup of Student 
Council members, powerless to vote, 
and elected by the student body as 
in the present election setup. The 
group would be entirely adminis- 
trative, the vice-president acting 
as presiding officer of the Senate. 

A Judiciary division, the Student 
Life Committed,* would be granted 
under the new setup full interpre- 
tative powers of the new constitu- 
tion (to be set up) and laws passed 
by the Senate. Given the power to 
revoke or suspend charters of or- 
ganizations violating the Constitu- 
tion, appeals fou rescinding of pre- 
vious action could be taken to the 
Student Life Committee. Six facul- 
ty members, two representatives 
from Mortar Boafd and ODK would 
form the membership of the divi- 
sion. One student from the campus 
in general would also participate. 

Gee Upholds Record 
In presenting the Reform Party’s 
platform, which stresses support of 
student activities and increasing 
University facilities, Party chair- 
man Ed Gee pointed out that the 
platform of last year was carried 
out “100%” with the exception of 
a student telephone directory, 
blocked by administration action. 

'The Reform Party,” he said, “again 
pledges Itself to the carrying out 
of its new platform In a similar 
fashion.” 

Chief among Reform Party planks 
is the promised installation of an 
honor 'system, now under survey by 
ODK. This would be administered 
by the student body, and remain 
dependent upon student support 
for complete development. Placing 
■* the continuation- of the successful 
Student book store prominently in 
* its platform, the group also advo- 
cates continuation of the Buff ’N* 

Blue room program, and other so- 
cial functions, Including an All-U 
prom, an enlarged coop program, 
and an annual Varsity dance. 

Increased appropriations for cam- 
pus groups, including Cue and Cur- 
tain and the Glee Club are also, 
promised In the platform. Foreign 
students would receive prominent 
attention, the platform calling for 
their representation on the Activi-

• TWENTY CAMPUS organisations 
have been suspended for failure to 
comply with regulations relating to 
re-recognltlon of student activities 
groups, University Registrar Fred 
E. Nessell announced Saturday. 

The action was taken by the Com- 
mittee on Student Life after the 
suspended organizations had failed 
to return questionnaires sent by 
the Committee. After a second re- 
quest, and publication of activities 
falling to submit necessary infor- 
mation. the groups were ordered 
suspended until Information is 
properly filed. 

Included In the list submitted by 
Nessell are two members of the In- 
terfraternity Council, a woman’s 
honorary, and several student clubs. 

The complete list of the suspend- 
ed groups includes. Alpha Epsilon, 
woman’s pre-med group; Alpha PI 
Epsilon, honorary home economics; 
Delta Theta Pi, professional legal 
organization for men; PI Delta Ep- 
silon, honorary journalism frater- 
nity; Gate and Key, men’s honorary 
activities; and Kappa Kappa Psl, 
band group. 

Theta Delta Chi and Kappa Al- 
pha, were Interfraternity Council 
members suspended, and Delphi, 
honorary activity group for wom- 
en was also Included. 

Others suspended are: Avukah, 
Zionist religious group; Council of 
Religious Organizations; Debate 
Council, Intercollegiate Flying Club, 
Phi Mu Sigma, Riding Club, Sailing 
Club, Student Union, Varsity Let- 
termen’s Club. 

The Medical School's William 
Beaumont Medical Society was .also 
ordered suspended. 

Action for suspension of the or- 
ganizations was taken from recog- 
nitions rules of the University, 
which state: “Approval of an organ- 
ization is for the period of two aca- 
demic years . . .”

foetered a culture' dealgned to be 
parallel to the perfecting of the 
machinery of war. The doee azzo- 
clatlon between culture and mllt- 
tarlam doea not eeem unnatural to 
a modern German at all. It haa 
been the baala of the German sya- 
tem of education. Culture, to a 
German, haa been not only a na- 
tional pouesslon, but alio a State 
product. It haa been the culture 
with which the government wlahed 
lta atudenta to be equipped. In the 
Germany of the put century (even 
excluding the brutality of the Hit- 
ler regime) culture like military 
service hu been a part of the state 
machinery. The famous British 
educator Dr. Sadler wrote In 1901: 
"Military and educational or cul- 
tural disclpUne In Germany go hand 
In hand. Bahlnd both lies tha 
fundamental principle adopted by 
Scharnhorat’a Committee on Mili- 
tary Organization In Prussia In 
1807: 'All tha Inhabitants of the 
State ere lti defender, by birth." 
Hare we come to an Important 
point In tha matter. Out of the 
ayatem of training and education 
hu always sprung German culture 
and German militarism together. 
Coleridge defined the purpou of 
national education u “to form and 
train up tha people of the country 
to obedient, useful organluble sub- 
jects, citizen, and patrons, living to 
the benefit of the State end pre- 
pared to die In lta defence." In ac- 
cordance with this conception Prus- 
sia wu the first Power In Europe 
to adopt a universal compulaory 
ayatem of military aervlce and 
State education. The Europe of 
armed camps and schoole tor State 
“Teaching" during the put 75 year, 
hu been the moat striking of ell 
the victories of German culture. 
Not since Spart hu there bun such 
government discipline. 

Flaws of the System? 

What are the flaws of this sys- 
tem? Man hu not bun able to 
live for himself alone. He ie a cor- 
porate being. Human fellowship 
and Individual thought have bun 
Ignored. Citizens are simply useful 
and organluble subject!. The Prus- 
sian ayatem hu discouraged ell 
spontaneous or unauthorized group- 
ings. "There hu ever bun the In- 
culcation of patriotism, a strenuous 
and methodical training of each 
unit for hla place In tha great 
Stale machine," Alfred Zlmmern. 
the noted authority on nationalism, 
tails us. 

I am an extrema libertarian. Tha 
progress of the world rests— not on 
the stifling of human thought, but 
in its encouragement. The Prussian 
syst em - -u defined above — hu al- 
ways bun the German way In 
modern times. Beethoven. Goethe. 
Koch. Ehrlich, and "Othare” are all 
mighty gnat man. But they an 
Individuals. They an geniuses first. 


and Germans second. They suc- 
ceeded end rue, not because of the 
German culture, but In aplte of It! 
We have sun that the German cul- 
ture dou not allow for Individual 
thought: so these men have risen 
above It to be men of the world 
nther than men of (he German sys- 
tem. In an atmosphere of Intellec- 
tual freedom these men would have 
produced, and thalr fellowmen tool 
No, tha congestion of fru thinking 
end the militarism of tha Pruulan 
system and tha brute fora of the 
Hitler ayatem have not constituted 
any contribution to world civilisa- 
tion. Yet thay have bun tha Ger- 
man culture. Mr. Schaffer’, own 
■uggestlon — Karl Marx— had to es- 
cape the struts of the German sys- 
tem to produce hie work. Not a 
German genius, but an individual 
genius. 


To tha Editors: 

\ A single latter can produce amaz- 
ing results. My contribution to the 
Hatchet two Issues ago'haa won tor 
me the thanks of many who felt a 
problem had bean solved for them, 
the condemnation of some who 
would not open opinionated minds 
to the explanation of the question, 
and two "Intonating" letters. One 
gentleman even deemed me worthy 
of an Olympic award. So I ful 
that my original letter produced 
rather satisfactory results. 

But perhaps tha two mtaaagu 
that appeared 'in last week's paper 
have slgaln cut doubt Into the 
minds of certain students as to 
whether Dr. Rags tin's statement 
concerning German contributions to 
dvlllxntlon la historically scientific 
and trile. I reiterate— firmly and 
decisively— that It is. neither an 
opinion nor a guess, but a sound 
fact that tha German nation hu 
contributed nothing to civilisation 
in modern times. If the skeptics 
have fully recovered from that. I 
shall proceed to prove the state- 
ment once again. 

In my previous message I dis- 
cussed at some length a school of 
historical thought, properly known 
u the Culture-Balance School to 
prove that Germany’s net contribu- 
tion to the civilization of the world 
hu been nil. This school of his- 
torical thought — expounded especi- 
ally by the famous Dr. Ross of the 
U. of Wisconsin — Is well satab- 
llshed. hu a greet many adherents, 
end la decidedly scientific and 
analytic. However, the theory con- 
fuse* Mr. Schaffer (and no doubt 
others). I feel It necessary, there- 
fore to attack the problem from a 
different point of view for thou In 
doubt, but yet to achieve the same 
result 

Whet b German Culture? 

Let us consider a basic question. 
What la German culture (Kultur) 
which we have under consideration 
u contributing to civilization? For

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Dr. Chugermans Address Highlights Ward Society Banquet 

Dawn Irving 
Gets Herrick 
Honor Award 


Professor of Economics at Williams 
College, discussed the paper pre- 
sented by Dr. Hansen. Emphasiz- 
ing that the situation Is more grave 
than Or. Hansen believes, Dr. 
Sweezy said, "Wo should not pray 
for some giant new Industry which 
will cause us to scrap billions of 
dollars worth of machinery or some 
new field of foreign investment 
which may involve us in dangerous 
foreign entanglements.” The em- 
phasis should be on replacing the 
gap by Increasing consumption 
spending, he concluded. 


• DR. ALVIN H. HANSEN, Littauer Professor of Economics at 
Harvard University and Consultant of the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, spoke to an audience of 400 at the 
sixth and concluding session of the Conference on National Eco- 
nomic Policy here Friday evening. His topic was “Economic 
Policy in the Post-Defense Period/' 

Dr. Arthur Edward Burns, Ad-- 
Junct Professor of Economics of the 
University and General Chairman 
of the Conference on Economic 
Policy, announced that the six 
papers presented at the conference 
will be published by the University 
in the near future. The papers, he 
said, which were heard by an esti- 
mated total attendance of 1900 at 
the six sessions, represent points of 
view seldom otherwise discussed 
and will be a permanent record of 
the opinions and purposes of econ- 
omists in this defense period. The 
paper of Prof. Robert Brooks on 
"Labor and the Defense Program” 
given at the third session has al- 
ready been published by the Coun- 
cil on Public Affairs but will be in- 
cluded in the University publica- 
tion. 

Professor Hansen predicted that 
two and a half million additional 
persons will be employed and there 
will be an increase of seven and a 
half bllllpn dollars in national in- 
come for each calendar year of 1941 
and 1942. By the end of 1942, there 
should be 53 million people em- 
ployed and the national Income will 
reach ,the all-time high of 90 bil- 
lion dollars a year. Consumption 
spending will take 65 billion dollars, 
armaments will reach 17 billion dol- 
lars and capital Investments will 
absorb eight billion dollars, he said. 

The great problem of the post- 
defense period will be to replace 
the 17 billion annual expenditure 
on armaments. Continuing, he said, 
if no substitute for the defense ex- 
penditures is found, serious eco- 
nomic dislocation will result since 


Presentation Shows 
Outstanding Work 
For Sociology Club 

• INSTALLATION of officer, and 
an address by Dr. Samuel Chuger- 
man, prominent author, headlined 
the annual banquet held by the 
Ward Society last Saturday night. 

Emphasizing the fact that al- 
though many of the late Lester F. 
Ward’s principles of sociology are 
recognized in modern society, Dr. 
Chugerman decried as "the shame 
of the century” the fact that the 
man after whom the society is 
named is practically "unknown to 
the world in general.” 

'*The majority of people know 
nothing of his work, although many 
of his ideas are used in everyday 
life,” the speaker said, "and con- 
trast this with a Beethoven, a Tos- 
canini, or a man able to play any 
Instrument in' his orchestra. Here 
you have a cameo picture of Ward." 

"Things as they are, and things 
as they might be— Ward could see 
both sides,” the speaker said. "Life,” 
he continued, VJ s simple, and it is 
man that is complicated. There is 
nothing that man cannot accom- 
plish by using his brain.” 

Highlighting the banquet was the 
announcement of presentation of 
the Herrick Award to Dawn Irving. 
The prize is given to the outstand- 
ing contributer to the work of the 
Ward Society during the school 
year. The original presentation was 
a certificate, to be followed with the 
awarding of a gold key with suit- 
able ceremonies on Class Night. 
The award was personally given by 
Miss Lucille Herrick, the donor. 

Dr. Bruce Melvin, president of the 
District of Columbia Chapter of the 
American Sociological Society, in- 
stalled were: Daniel Fusfeld, presi- 
followlng the banquet. Those in- 
stalled were: Daniel Fusfleld, presi- 
dent; Dawn Irving, vice-president; 
Hope Lang, secretary ; Shirley Scha- 
fer, treasurer. 

The banquet came as the climax 
Of a two-day conference held in 
pnemory of the centennial of the 
death of Lester F. Ward. The pro- 
gram Friday night consisted of a 
panel on "Sociology and War." Dr. 
Bruce Melvin spoke on "War and 
the Sociologist”; Mr. Howard Bell 
Of the American Youth Commission 
Of the American Council of Educa- 
tion, an author of the book on 
Maryland youth, "Youth Tells Its 
Story," and of "Watching Youth 
and Jobs,” spoke on "Youth and 
War." Mr. Robert Hendon, Admin- 
istrative Assistant to the Director 
of the F. B. I., spoke on "The 
F, B. I. in the Defense Crisis"; Miss 
Mary Pldgeon, Chief of thj Re- 
search Division of tne U. S. De- 
partment of Labor, Women’s Bu- 
reau, and formerly of the faculty of 
the University of Virginia, spoke 
on 'The Role of Women in the 
National Defense Period”; Dr. Percy 
A. Robert, Associate Professor of 
Sociology at Catholic University, 
spoke on "War and the Family."
